REMARKS 

Entry of the foregoing amendment is requested. Claims 1 and 6 have been 
amended. Claims 1 and 5-14 are pending. 

Applicants note with appreciation the indicated allowability of claim 2. 

Claims 6 has been amended to address the rejection thereof, under 35 U.S.C- § 
112, second paragraph. Language has been added to parts (d), (e), and (f) which parallels 
(a) - (c). The language has not been added to part (g) because (g) defines a complete 
molecule. 

jhe Examiner has. rejected claims 1 and 5.14 under obviousness type double 
..patenting grounds, .in. view of co-pendkg application 11/013,560, and 10/634,477. 
Applicants have studied these rejections carefully, and traverse. 

With respect to 11/013,560, the Examiner argues that the application claims the" 
. . treatment of chronic inflammatory intestinal disease. The Examiner argues further that 
since the claims recite only one step, the resulting effect will be the same. 

Applicants note that as amended, claim 1 requires a specific "patient pool which " 

1S not coextensive with the subject matter of 1 1/013,560. One does not necessarily equate 

treatment of chronic inflammatory intestinal diseases with heart diseases accompanied by 
iron distribution disturbances. There is no showing that therapies for one condition 
would be expected to be effective for the "other. 
. . ..To the same end, the Examiner argues with respect to 10/634,477, that heart 
disease is a risk with diabetes.
